Women in War Services 


REPORT OF, THE BRITISH PAR- 
liamentary Committee on Amenities and 
Welfare Conditions in the Women’s Auxiliary 
services is of interest here because of the 
tapidly increasing number of women beirg 
enlisted in the various branches in Canada. 
The Times of London says that, the wider 
the publicity secured for the report, the 
higher the women’s services will stand in 
the public esteem. 

Women in the services dre a good cross 
section of the women of the nation, the com. 
mittee points out. Some unpleasant expcri- 
ences in the services were acknowledged, 
but offenders against good morals consti- 
tuted no more than a small proportion of 
the whole. No justification was discovered 
for .exaggerations and scandalous insinua; 
tions, distorted by rumor. The fact is that} 
service life, with its discipline, work and 
good comradeship, “generally speaking puts 
the relation of men and women on a healthy 
and normal basis, It is a corrective rather | 
than an incitement to bad conduct.” Virtue, | 
we are reminded, has no gossip value. 

Spartan decency is the.term used to 
describe the minimum standard to be ob-| 
served in the women's services.-_Hardships 
and rough conditions do ‘not worry the 
women any more than they do men. It is 
boredom in nonoperational units which 
breeds discontent. “Grumbling does not! 
arise over.temporary conditions, however | 
hard, which the girls instinctively feel are 
part and parcel of the war,” the report says, 
“But if an officer is indifferent or unsympa- | 
thetic the tone—deteriorates and complaints | 
mount up evéli if the best and most modern 
of aceorimodation.” Good leadership “by 
efficient and -understanding officers is de}
